Dear General Vandenberg; 

Reference is made to the memorandum by the Director of Central 
Intelligence dated June 20, 1946, entitled , "Functions of the Director 
of Central Intelligence . " To this memorandum was attached a proposed 
elective for the National Intelligence Authority detailing certain 
additional functions for tbe Director of Central Intelligence, includ- 
ing undertaking basic research and analysis, conducting all federal 
foreign espionage and counterespionage, and the conducting of federal 
monitoring of p>ress and propaganda broadcasts of foreign powers. 

I desire to indicate my approval of this Directive with the ex- 
ception that the following changes be made in it. These changes are 
suggested for clarification purposes only. 


I s^pst that Section 3 should read: "In addition to the functions 

specified in Paragraph 3b of the President's letter, the Director of 
Intelligence is hereby directed to act as the executive agent 
or this Authority in coordinating and supervising all federal intel- 
lipnce activities ^rformed outside the United States and its possessions 

^ national security in accordance tdth the overall policies 

and objec uives established by this Authority." 


is suggested that Sub A under Section 4 should read: "Conduct 

all federal espionage and counterespionage operations outside the United 
States ^d its possessions for. the collection of foreign intelligence 
information required for the national security."
